BYE -LAWS REGARDING TAXATION 
S .R .O . 179 , dated 10th May 1960 . -- The following bye-laws for regulating the 
collection and recovery of bicycle / tricycle tax in the Amritsar Cantonment made 
by the Cantonment Board , Amritsar, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause 


( 113 ) 
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( 3 ) of section 282 and 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) are hereby 
published for general information , the same having been previously published and 
having been approved and confirmed by the Central Government as required by 
sub - section ( 1 ) of section 284 of the said Act, namely - 

1 Every person who owns or keeps a bicycle or tricycle within the Canton . 
ment limits whether used or not, shall be the person liable to pay the tax therefor, 
at the rates specified in the Gazette of India Part II section 4 dated the 17th 
October, 1959 as SRO 293 dated the 1st October, 1959 as amended from time to 
time 

2 No tax shall be payable by dealers in respect of new bicycles or tricycles 
kept by them for sale , or by visitors and guests staying in the Cantonment for a 
period not exceeding one month in any financial year 

3 Owners of bicycles or tricycles who reside outside the Cantonment limits 
but who come within Cantonment limits regularly for work or business are 
llable for payment of tax , provided the same are not registered with the Amritsar 
Borough Municipality 

4 Every person who is liable for payment of the tax on bicycle / tricycle shall 
apply in form A appended to these bye - laws to the Executive Officer within seven 
days of his coming into possession of the bicycle or tricycle to be taxed , for re 
gistration of the same and shall remit the tax along with the application The 
tax collected acknowledged by means of an official receipt shall be ( Form Cantt 
4 - B ) 

5 The receipt shall be granted in the name of the person paying the tax and 
shall not be transferable 

6 On payment of the tax a token will be issued by the Cantonment Board on 
payment of 50nP The token shall bear the same number as that in the Demand 
and Collection Register in respect of the person liable to pay the tax and shall 
be affixed by him on some conspicuous part of the bicycle or tricycle for which 
it is issued 

7 If the number token of a registered bicycle or tricycle is lost , another token 
shall be issued on payment of 50nP 

8 On expiry of the period of registration , every owner of bicycle or tricycle 
liable to be taxed shall apply for the renewal of registration to the Executive 
Oncer Every registration or renewal shall be valid till the end of the financial 
year in which the same is made 

9 From the information obtained from applications for registration and renewal 
of registration and from any other information at its disposal the Cantonment 
Board shall cause to be entered in the Demand and Collection Register in which 
the names of all persons liable to pay the tax , along with the frame number of 
cycle / tricycle shalį be entered 

10 Persons who keep bicycles or tricycles for hire shall submit a list of such 
bicycle r tricycles , giving the frame number and make of each bicycle and tri 
cycle, on the first of April every year 

11 The Executive Officer and persons authorised by the Board in this behalf 
may enter the premises where such bicycles and tricycles are kept under the 
preceding bye -laws in order to check them 

12 In every case when the owner of any registered bicycle or tricycle trans 
fers such bicycle or tricycle to another person during the currency of the registra 
tion , the transfer shall be reported to the Executive Omcer, and thereupon the 
name of the transferee shall be substituted for the name of the former owner in 
the Demand and Collection Register 

13 The original owner shall, untlį such transfer is reported and such name is 
substituted in the Demand and Collection Register of the year , be liable as owner 
of the bicycle or tricycle for compliance with these bye- laws 

14 If any bicycle or tricycle which is liable to tax and on which the tax has 
not been paid or which is without a token is found in any public place, it shall 
be liable to be seized by the Cantonment Executive Officer or any person autho 
rised in this behalf by him and detained at the Cantonment Board stores or at 
any other place set apart for the purpose and will be released only on composi 
tion of the offence and on payment of the tax thereon

trate be punishable with a Ane which may cxtend to rupces fifty and in the case 
of continuing contravention with an additional fine which may extend to five 
rupecs for every day during which such contravention continues after conviction

TAXATION 
8 . R . O . 180 , dated 12th May, 1960 . - In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 60 of the Cantonments Act , 1.924 ( 2 of 1921 ) , the Cantonment Board , 
Babina , with the previous sanction of the Central Government, hereby imposes a 
tax on dogs kept within the limits of Babina Cantonment, payable by the owner 
or other person in charge thereof, at the following rates, for each year or part of 
a year, namely : 

1. Rs. 2 .00 per dog in case of a person keeping one dog. 

2. Rs. 4 .00 per dog in case of a person keeping two or more dogs. 
Provided that no tax shall be levied : 
( a ) on any dog kept within the Cantonment limits for a period not exceed 

ing fifteen days in any official year , 
( b ) on any dog less than three months old . The tax per dog is inclusive 

of the cost of the badge issued by the Board 


Explanation . — Where more than one dog is kept in any household or family , 
the head of such household or family shall, for the purpose of this tax , be deemed 
to be the owner of all the dogs.
